ANSWER: The cracking of your hands is prob- 
ably due to loss of the natural oil from the use of 
the ether and benzine. Try soaking your hands in 
hot epsom salts baths twice a week, fifteen to 
twenty minutes at a time. Follow this by rubbing 
with olive oli. The oil should be used on the hands 
every day after contact with ether, benzine or other 
fat solvents. If possible, use rubber gloves while
